Perhaps you havo just securod a rocciver with a crystal, How do 
you go dbout getting the most. out-of 1t¢ ‘well, let's. work on a good. 
oxample, TIDCR (625 Kes.) San Joso, Costa Rica. This is one of the 
most consistont split froquoncy signels in these parts, First tunc 
your roccivor to 620 Kess. Turn on your Bro control and turn your dial 
to the point whore you hear no tone at all. you. aro thon right on 
frequency. Turn it oycr to 650 Kco., and you.will note first a rising 
noto, followed by a dosccnding noto until you arc again cxactly on 
froqnency, at which point you will again have no tonoe.: func back and 
forth ‘slowly. and yon should hoar anothor weaker "null" or spot whoro 
no tone is heard, or if any, it will bo wock,. Aftor you have tuned to 
tho centor of this null, oh, yos, I'm ahecd of myself.
